MEDICAL WORK AT FBONT. 

Medical Students Hear of What is 
Being Accomplished in the 
Treatment of Wovnd«d. 



The McGill Medical Society last 
night heard Lt.-Cul. J. G, Adanii, I'ro- 
fessor of I'athnlogy, and ono of the 
medical historians of the war, make 
his first public utterance since his 
return from ICurupe. Lt.-Col. Adami 
spoke particularly of the work of the 
medical services overseas, and of the 
probable revival in religion which 
would come as a result of the war. 

The meeting opened on the arrival 
uf Dr. Ada^i. The minutes of the 
previous meAing were read and en- 
dorsed. Mention was made of the 
prizes offered by the Society for es- 
says on Interesting medical subjects. 
They are. a Senior and a .lunlor prize. 
The lYesldeiu ciiled attention to the 
tact that since the beginning of the 
session, they had lost two undergradu- 
ates by death. Mr. Urahuin died very 
■iuddenly as the result of trlnitlo to- 
iUene poisoning contracted during the 
.-lummor vacation while engaged .n 
making ammunition; Mr. Horatio died 
of a tubercle bacillus infection after a 
lingering illness. On motion of A. i:. 
l^mhe, and seconded by I. M. I(a- 
iiinovitch, the secretary was tnstruct- 
e.d to write letters of condolence tn 
I heir parents on behalf of the so- 
ciety. 

The President stated that .Medical 
.Society I'ins niiKlil lie had by metn- 
ocrs of th,. last tliree years at Hirks. 
tiid presentation of permission signed 
.>. the Secretary. 

The speaker of the evening was then 
.ntroduced. Mr. Scully mentioned tho 
..;reat popularity of Dr. Adami, and 
.'inphasistfd the fact that no student 
aver went to sleep in Dr. Adami's 
iictures. 

Dr. Adami, as usual, was extreme- 
l> well received. In part, he said as 
follows: —

It Is 
egun 111 Canada, and has saved more 
ives than anything else. In the IJo.i 
.var one-ninth of the whole Hrltisli

"The first duty of the medical man 
.< to keep the soldier fit, get him to 
. he trench to do his bit, and if he gets 
lit. to hasten his convalescence. 

"You will be interested to know the

lench in France. The trench was

Y. M. 0. A. FWANOIAL OAMPAIOH. 

The students of the Eastern Universities of the United States 
have started a campaign to raise $150,000 this fall for Y. JI. C. A. 
Svork among the British, French and liussiau prisoners in Europe. 

In a letter to E. A. Corhett, Mr. D. R. Porter, leader of the 
movemept, stated that Wosloynu Coll.'fje, an institution with about 
500 students, had piven $5,000 to this work after a one day's can. 
vasa. The latest reports confirm the belief that before Christmas the 
•whole amount will be realized. This amount of money from the stu- 
dents of American Universities gives evidence of a very genuine 
spirit of fellowship in the suffering of Europe. Wo feel sure that if 
the students of the United States were to express their feelings, tliey 
■would declare almost unanimously for the Allied Nations. At home 
here there is even a greater reason why we should share the sacri- 
fice of our brothers at the front. If we cannot go, we must give ; 
that is exactly the position of every student in Canada to-day. In 
some way, he must give either of his time or his money, until it hurts. 

Next week the McGill University Y. M. C. A. will make an ap- 
peal for its overseas work. There is little need to enlarge upon the 
spleuilid serviees of this well-known branch of McGill. Since the 
day it was organized in the spring of 1915 it has been of ever-increas- 
ing value to the men of No. 3 Geueral Hospital, and the soldiers who 
pass tjirough their hands. It provides a meeting-place and amuse- 
ments for ail who come 'and take advantage of its equipment. Its 
Beading Koom ami Library are constantly in use. Its concerts are 
so crowded that standing room is at u premium. It provides a study 
room and Library for the Medical Faculty,- and a club rootn for their 
meetings. The work has been endorsed and recommended from time 
to time by Sir Wm. Peterson, Col. Birkett, Major Birks and many 
others. Up to the present the enterprise has been supported almost 
entirely by the graduates of MeOill who reside in the United States. 

While the appeal is made for money to carry on the overseas 
work, yet it is hardly fair to pass over, without a ■word of comment, 
the splendid work the "Y," M. C. A. is doing here at home. All 
those connected with undergraduate organizations know what is doue 
by the association to encourage these organizations and their work. 
The rooniiiifr privileges for meetings, the rooming bureau, employ- 
ment bureau, freshmen receptions, conversats., Bible study groups, 
from all of these students derive marked benefit. Aside from these 
more tangible benefits, the Y. M. C. A. is rendering a still more im- 
portant service in its work among the new students. It prepares the 
■way for these new men to become acquainted, and for their easy as- 
similation into the student body. This fall, many freshmen away 
from home for the first time, received their first impression of the 
Univer8it.v through the cordial greeting and valuable assistance 
given them by the representatives from the Y. M. C. A. 

It is hoped that the students of MeGill will rise to the occasion 
as the students in the United States have done, and make this year 
a real sacrifice for the men -who are fighting our battles in Flanders. 



EDITORIAL NOTE. 

The honour of being created a Fellow of the Royal Historical So- 
ciety, conferred a day or so ago upon Dr. C. W, Colby, eonics as a 
fitting recognition of the eminent services which this gentlcnmn has 
rendered to the cause of History. Bom at Stanstead, Que., March 
25th, 1867, he received his early education at Stanstead College, later 
coming to McGill, where he received the degree of B.A. with highest 
honours in English and History, winning the Shakespeare gold medal. 
Going to Harvard, lie took the degree of A.M. and Ph.D. Keturninj,' 
to McGill he taught History from 1893 to 1895, when he became 
Kiugsford Professor of History, servinij in this c;ipac:ty till 1910.

1 belluve It's pretty hard to find, in 
Ibis old wurld of ours, a persL'n who 
l\aH never had ■'tho blues." They oc- 
cur ul IciUit i'TXi'. thousand times in 
the Ufp ot thf aveniijB individual, 
whereas to a person of a slightly 
nielanchulle turn one hundred million 
times is no extraordinary thing. 

I aiu extremely melanchoUc, and of- 
ten spend pleasant half-hours when 
aU the borUon before me is blue, — 
not a serene, bright blue, not at all. — 
but a dark, livid blue, such as yotl see 
in clouds in November when there is 
eoine to be a snowstorm. 

As I say, I have spent many such 
half-hours. There are many reasons, 
especially at college, to make you feel 
blue. For instance, you often come 
out of a Latin class feeling as It you 
didn't know any Latin at all, and 
are doing a grievous wrong by being 
at college at all, when you ought ti 
be In the kindergarten. That's one 
reason.

Whenever I have the blues, as 
I have to-night, 1 Just remember how 
much I really have to be thankful for 
and 1 select from the stores ot my 
memory some pleasant scene In my 
pa.-'t. and then relive It nKaln. Thl.s 
disperses the cloud of melancholy us 
the sun scatters the stars at down. 

Id I feel ready once more to go on- 

àrds and make a try, for "while 
. ere's life there's hope." ' 
'%Well, to my story. For days past 
my mind had been in a state of ex 
citemeni, and dismay, which Increas 
ea as time went on. No matter where 
I went or what I did, the awful fate 
which was hani/iiiK over me was iiev- 
•r tor a moment absent from my 
thoughts. And it had all arisen from 
the fact that it had come my turn to 
make a speech at our ISducational 
Club at school. Each week I had seen 
some poor victim overcome with con- 
tusion and fear when aiteiniitlng to 
address the assembled audience, and 
I had lived in hourly dread of doiiit; 
it myself. At leiiKth the blow come, 
I was to be the next to try the ef- 
ffct of my powers of oratory on the 
crowd. 

After the first shock was over, be- 
v,'ildered thoughts filled my head. In 
the first place, what should I speak 
about? Then, even If I could find 
n topic, what could I say about it whei 
It was once chosen? In vain 1 search- 
■■d with trembling hands through en- 
cyclopaedias, books on elocution, hls- 
ti ries .nul newspapers tor a suitable 
subject. None could 1 find. I was 
rearly In despair until one iilBbt,— 
one ot the very tew when sleep visit- 
ed my weary eyelids, — ^]ust as I was 
about to cross the threshold of the 
Land of Dreams, an idea came to me 
with such force that I was wide 
awake in an instant. It was.— "Why 
rot compose a poem, and deliver mv 
speech In the form ot poetry"? One 
can write a poem on almost any sub- 
ject, and it need not be ot Kreat 
length. Capital, I'm not bad at mak- 
ing rhymes. That's what I'll do," 

Of course, sleep woulii no longer 
come now. In fact, I didn't want It to 
come. I sprang up, and for the next 
eight or nine hours worked diligent- 
ly, not allowing even one moment ot 
time to escape me. By morning light 
1 had made cqnslderable progress, 
hnvtng chosen the title and written 
the first two lines. 

For the next few days 1 wf)rkpd 
without ceasing, and at length suc- 
ceeded In completlni; my poem.

As 1 hail often 
heard of orators beliiK seized, as they 
bef(an to speak, with a strange kind of 
terror which caused the complete loss 
from their memories of all ot their 
address, I had done my best to pro* 
vide against that by being sure that 
I knew every word of mine, and by 
writing the whole of It out In large 
letters HO that I could not fall to read 
1' It memory deserted me. 

In this way I jirepared my first 
siieech, I did not feel quite so much 
at a loss now that all was In readi- 
ness, as I had felt when I knew that 
I had to make the speech. However, 
what my speech was like, and how It 
was received by the audience, is an- 
other story. Many of my auditors say 
that they shall never forget It, no mat- 
ter whatever else may occur, and I am 
sure that I shall not. 

Yes, this Is one of the pleasing rem- 
iniscences of my past lite. If you ask 
me why, I can not exactly tell you, ex- 
cept ibat I am very fond of amuslnn 
people, and It liiKhly dellKhls me It I 
can arouse the sense of humour of 
ethers. My speech seemed to afford 
the audience endless mirth. There- 
fore I regard It as one of the fortun- 
ate things which 1 have bad to do. 

I don't feel at all blue now. My cure 
is a very effective one, especially as 
I have 'added to It two-thirds of the 
contents of a history note-hook. There 
if, niithinK like work and fun tor cheer- 
ing one up. Hon't dpspair, even if the 
mists >io look thick, and hard to peno'

over the present methods used by up-t(Hlate tobacco grower* in certain 
diftricts of the Province of Quebec. The selection of seed, the preparation 
and sterilization of the sccd-bed to kill out werd seeds, rotation of the crops, 
etc., are so many operations which the scientirtc tobacco planter has to attend 
to, even before the tobacco plant leaves the hot-bed. 

Early in June, the plants sre ready to Ix? transfered to the field. A special 
machine, shown above, operated by two men, tcite d low down, malces hole» in each 
hillock, places therein the delicate plants, presses earth gently round the roots, waten 
them and tianks earth around them better and quidier than if done by human hands.

"Field umliulances havt varlouH du- I 
ties bf»lde gathering the woundeil | 
fnim dangerous places. A field um- i 
bulance is a temporary hospital, the 
stretchers taiiint; the place of beds. 
Uere urgent surgery is done, as well 
a» dresalnKa, and the patients sent aa 
aeon as poaaible to the rear. 

"A marveUous number ot men are 
returned to acUon direct from hoa- 
pitals In France after ai abort iUness. 
The mortaUty in the army is leas than 
me per cent. The aursical mortal- 
ity of the McGiU Hospital has been 
absurdly small. 

•'K\f rything in the way of supplies 
ties through the hiiiids of the Quar- 
ter-Master (ieiu'ral. In the same of- 
fice is the Ailjutaiu General. He has 
tc do with the personnel of the army, 
seeing that a certain number of men 
arc at such a place at such a time. All 
hospitals report every day to him the 
number of wounded received, deaths, 
etc. He makes up a list which he 
aends to the medical office in Sang- 
la nd. Here the records of all the men 
are kept, regarding the extent of 
wound and diaability, etc. These are 
of importance with respect to pen- 
sions. This office is responsible for 
r.'itlfioation of relatives In case of 
casualties. 

"Men in the medical service liavo 
been absolutely loyal to their country, 
livery here and there hy rouditid : 
or in churchyard is a grave with a 
post or cross with the significance 
that here some good man lies who 
iiae fallen. 

"This, let me remind you," said Lt.- 
Col. AdamI, "Is All Saints' Day, the 
day which through long centuries the 
Catholic world has set apart for the 
remembrance of the dead. In Flan- 
ders, In Fi-ance, in Italy, tn all tho 
countries of our Kuropean Allies, Just 
as here In the province of Quebec, and 
as in the old days In KnKland and 
-Scotland, this day of Tous .Saint or 
.\I1 Hallows has been dedicated to 
the memory of those departed. This 
r/at has brought about a profound 
change among English-speaking am! 
I'rotestant peoples, For reasons which 
I confess have always been beyond my 
comprehension we Protestants hav.; 
I crn taught that prayers for the dea 1 
.ire futile, if not positively sinful. Hut 
thei-e la nut a mother here in Mont- 
leal, aye, nor a mother in Canada who 
l-aa Kiven her son to the cause, and 
lost him in all the strength and glory 
c f tils yoiinK manhood but hua up- 
iiruiu'lieil (.iLul ujiiiM bendtMl kner and 
prayed for tho welfare of her beloved 
.lead in the afterwr rid, and that, how- 
ever fearful' she may have been of 
transgressing against the doctrine of 
her church. These prayers are In- 
stinctlve — and if this world war haa 
Accomplished anything It has Instill- 
ed throughout the troops of all the 
Nations engaged an absolute Implicit 
liilief In the existence of the after- 
world. It Is, as 1 say, Implicit, rarely 
exiilcit. Men. at least AnRlo-Saxons 
do not bare their hearts and talk free- 
ly about these tnatters, but let me 
ylve you a Utile vl>;netle. I'lcture to 
yourself the meaaroom of one of our 
l attallonB In ^'landers. In a little town 
behind the front to which the bat- 
talion has returned after a hard spell 
tn the trenches. It was last year when, 
after months of desperate fighting, we 
hitd straightened out the line at Fes- 
tubert and proved that we could more 
than hold our own against the Oer- 
mana, and tho talk over dinner turned 
to the splendid quality of the new 
troops of the British territorial army 
A vIsltlnB officer, a non-comhatant, 
( ' er on a tour of Inspection, chimed 
ir : 'tlood old Lord Hobcrta. what a 
I Ity that he could not be here to see 
tills!' Anil the senior major acro.ss 
tie table retorted in a matter-of-fact 
way: 'But, of course he sees it all.' 
And not one of the mors than two 
dosen officers present offered a word 
In dissent. It seemed to thei visitor 
that the major was regarded by his 
hearers as uttering a truism. 

"Do you not see, boys, what this all 
n^eans'.' It is no blind fatalism that 
animates our men. or at least the 
vnst mass nf thrni. but a Bure and 
firm belief In the afterworld; not In 
the Ineffabljr placid and eminently un- 
InterestlnK heaven and the sizzling 
hell of the churclieH, but an after- 
t^o^ld of service, and of continuation 
and advance of the old interests. It lu 
this same belief In an after-existence 
that makes death a mere Incident In 
the larger life, so that our men at- 
tempt all and achieve all, costing no 
longing, lingering look behind, and 
fnclnnr death not with serenity, but 
with actual Joy. This firm, sane, be- 
lief is both of, a.i'l t truHt th.it you will 
recognize that I mean no disrespect. 
Is alho beyond the bounds of Chris- 
tianity. Those who are not confessed 
Christians may hold It. It was firm 
H.'Kuraiue of an aflerworld that ani- 
mated the ,Iap.aneae ailles In their late 
war with Russia, that explains their 
wonderful heroism. Have you heard 
of the series of impresslvïs ceremonies 
in the Japanese army on what cor- 
responds to our All Saints Day, in 
vhlch division after division Is drawn 
i<P and solemnly the general In com- 
n>and calls upon the fallen, calls them 
one by one as though present, re- 
counts their heroic deeds and confers 
hrnour.i uimn them? We, too. In this 
war, are likewise Kr.mting posthumous 
li.noiirs, and thai from every point 'if 
view, rightly, 

"And there Is more th;in this. On 
Sunday last at llie Cathedral, our good 
friend of McfJlil, iJr. Kymonds. talked 
of revivals. recallinR the monkish re- 
vival of the Middle Ages, the Kefor- 
natlon, the KvoBgelieal Revival be- 
gun by John Wesley, the Traetarian 
KevlvaJ, showing bow each In turn 
had ttee» a tni« revival, that Is t > 
say, had net iieen a momentary ebuli- 
tion or flsste of white hot sentiment, 
but had been a permanent influence 
alfeclln^ our rellKlous tbounhls of to- 
day. The time, he sabl. had come for 
iinolher revival, the war wmdd sorely 
briiiK It, «nd the indlc-illons were 
that It wriiild be In Ihe direction of 
conservation of the indivldoal (o so- 
service. And moslng over wlml 
h« said, it seemed to i)e that he was 
largely right, and that he did not quite 
indicate the inevitable lines along 
which the war will bring this about. 

"The true spirit of the soldier, that 
which will animate all the many thou- 
sands who return from this war. Is 
that of duty for the good of the conn- 
try and Empire «tfttMt *^*rig^t of 



self. U.1.X It ever struck you that the 
reliKlo'i familiarly tau^-ht to all Chrls- 
llunu through all lliMse centuries, 
Catholic and I'roteetant alike, la a 
travesty, if not of individual texts in 
the New Testament, certainly of 
Clirtst's life and euumple. 'Believe.' 
We have been told, in order that you 
may see salvation.' 'Be good for your 
personal benefit.* MThat signs were 
there of such a miserable, smug and 
selfish doctrine in the life and actions 
rf Christ, what signs, save that won- 
drously human agony in the garden. 
H at he did not gladly give up ev- 
erythlnK in life for the sake of others 
Think of the untold agonies through 
all those centuries caused to poor, 
n.lsled mankind and womankind by 
fear that one soul Should not be 

saved! 

"What does It in the least matte' 
how many souls the individual loses 
provided that he has helped his neigh- 
bor upward and onward. This Com 
not mean the comfortable doctrine 
that a man may do as he pleases an- 
lead any sort of life, any more than 
t'.at a civilian can do any real good 
I ' sniping at the enemy. It mean.', 
v.liat military life means, subjection tj 
discipline and unremitting prepara- 
tion if the cause Is to be won. but thii: 
not for the beiiefu of the individual 
(•oldier, but for the triumph of tho 
cause. This, I firmly believe, will b> 
the religion of the future, and along 
those lines will come this new revi- 
val. With pr. Symonds its outward 
sign will be social seirvice, a volun- 
tary surrender of personal interests 
tor the good ot others, and the ud ■ 
«ancement of humanity. Assureiily 
this has been the spirit in which our 
McGill men have gladly given their 
lives. 

"And now, on All Hallows. I would 
ask you of McCJlll medical faculty, 
pupils and colleagues of those wlio 
have fallen, to be so far catholic as to 
recall reverently and with gratitude 
those of this faculty who have died in 
the service ot their country. Ijet me 
read out to you their names:

T. J. Kelly. B.A., Kditor-in-Chief 
of the 1917 Annual, presided at a 
meeting held in the R. V. C. Tuesday 
evening, at which the practicability of 
publishing on Annual tUs year was 
discussed.

able. There were over 1,200 wound- 
ed prisoners to care for, all the doc- 
tors except those of Or, Travis' own 
party had left, as ha^ also the or- 
derlies. But with the help of a num- 
ber of untrained Serbian and Russian 
sisters, much relief was afforded to 
patients. 

On the fifth of November, heavy 
explosions occurred— a large powder 
magasine was blown up, and all the 
windows of the hospital broiten. The 
corridors were filled with the wound- 
ed, all patient and uncomplaining. 
Just wondering "why the Allies did 
not come." Long lack of food had 
weakened their powers of resistance, 
and nearly all the wounds were badly 
Infected, Nine or ten died every day, 
on the average. All the orderlies left, 
and on the day when the Bulgarians 
come, there was no one to carry food 
to the patients. 

The Bulgarians were courteous and 
requested the doctors to stay and give 
their aid for two months. "The war 
will be over In two months," they 
said. But in spite of the courteous 
tteatment they received in .ilil.i way, 
Ur. Travis and her agsoclales found 
that they had absolutely nothing to 
work with, and after some time, on 
seeing that further efforts were use- 
less, they osksd and received permis- 
sion to return home. Durinc her atajr. 
Dr. Travis said the Balfotlaha were 
very harsh to the Serbians, and there 
was no love lost between the BuN 
^'nrlanR and the Germans. The Bul- 
Kitrians changed Serbian names to 
Hulgarian ones, and the Germans 
were reported to have quartered their 
horses in a Serbian Cathedral, where- 
upon they were ordered out. 

After many delays, much red tape, 
and one time when all were arrested 
and taken to the Police Office, Dr. 
Travis and the ether helpers in this 
good cause succeeded in leaving the 
country, and returning bono by' way 
of Riiasla. 

The 8art>iana are a very pleturestiue 
people, sers Dr. Travla. patHotle, 
poetical, and also very industrious, aji 
is exemplified by the fact that the 
women spin as they are drlvlnn to 
market. Dr. Travis (|unteil some 
poetry on the Serbian, a wnn'lerf \illy 
sweet, rounded, musical lanKunce, and 
then concluded with the hope that, 
when the war is over, "a rare fif fif- 
teen million strong shall arise in Unit- 
ed Serbia." 

When Dr. Travis hod taken her 
seat, Ulas Catneron axprassed the ap- 
predatlM of the «waaa«,,ajid neved 
a hearty vote «f tltaakt to the gpeak- 
er. 



It is reported in military circles in 
Ihe Maritime Provinces that Capt. 
Brouard H. T. McKenzle, Scl. '16. late 
ol the 24th Montreal Battalion, and a 
.VlonCton, N.B.. boy, will he oppolnted 
ti-ench warfare inslruclor for military 
division No. fi. with headquarters at 
rUllfax, N.8. Capt. McKenzle was in- 
valided back to Canada suffering from 
wounds, not long ago. Capt. McK.en- 
7.ie la the son of W. B. McKenïle, of 
Moncton, and has been wounded twice 
while in the heavy fighting on the 
Western front with his battalion. He 
has a splendid record as an officer 
combatant, and before going over- 
seas took a full course at the Royal 
Military College at Kingston, and Is 
particularly fitted for the position. It 
Is not known whether or not Cap- 
tain McKenile will accept the post, 
but It Is thought that In all probubii- 
;t he will bp holding down this Im- 
j.ortant position in Military District 
No, 6, within a very short time.

ALUMINIUM COINS IN FRANCE, 
Owing to the shortage of currency 
the Marseilles Chamber of Commerce 
has decided upon an issue oi! alum- 
inium counters for small change. The 
administrative difficulties having 
been overcome, and the necessary 
metal procured, the new coinage has 
already made its appearance. The 
coins bear on one side the arms of 
Marseilles, surmounted by a heimet- 
ed Oallla, and bear the date, 1916, and 
the inscription "Chambre de Com- 
merce de Marseilles." The reverse 
side Is quite simple, bearing the num- 
ber 5 or 10, and the date, and closely 
resembling the counters in circulation 
in the city of Algiers. Up to the pres- 
ent 75,000 ten-centime pieces and 25.- 
OUO five-centime pieces have lieen 
struck, and others will be issued in 
accordance with Ihe local needs. Ihe 
aluminium coins having no value out- 
ride Marsellles. Twenty replicas have 
been struck In silver aa aouvenirs of 
the war for presentation to members 
oi the Marseilles Chamber of Com- 
merce, and to Châties de Larivlere, 
honorary paymaatar-general, the pro- 
moter ot the sehetne.

Kevi.scd House Rules of the Union 
r lated in conspicuous parts of the 
iHiliaing, The revised rules are aa 
follows: 

1. — Only members of the Union shall 
have access to the Halls ot the Un- 
ion, except that persons not quali- 
fied tor membership* when accom- 
panied by members, may have the 
pÂvlleges of the building. This shall 
not apply to any room or nuinis which 
may have been granted ii> any So- 
ciety while in use for the meeting ot 
such society. 

2. — The Ijuilillng shall be oiwn dur- 
ing the colletje year on week days 
from 7.30 u.m. to 10,30 p.m„ and on 
Sundays from 8.00 a.m. to 10,30 p.m. 

8,— The billiard room will open at 
9.30 ajn. on all weeli days. No game 
of billiards shall be begun after 10 
p.m. 

4.— All damage to periodicals, fur- 
niture and other property shall he paid 
for by the person causing It, and may 
be considered cause for suspension or 
expulsion from the I'nlon. 

6, — No profane or objectionable lan- 
guage shall be used In the building, 

6. — No betting or gambling shall be 
permitted in the building. 

7. — No meetings shall be held with- 
out the consent ot the House Com- 
mittee, and applications for the use 
of rooms shall be made In writing to 
the Secretary. 

8. — No alcoholic liquors shall bo 
used or served in the building, and no 
Intoxicated person «Oiall he admitted. 

9. — .Members shall hiive the privi- 
lege of havhiK their mail addressed 
in care of the Union, 

10. — Members are requested not to 
give gratuities tjT* attendants; those 
otfending are liable to suspension, 

11. — -Ladles are not eligible for 
ir.embershlp, but may be admitted to 
the Union from time to time under 
regulations to be framed by the 
House Committee. 

12. — No smoking shall be permitted 
in the dining room during regular 
meal hours. 

13. — Members are prohibited from 
answering telephones, and members 
using telephones must limit their con- 
versation to five minutes. 

14. — Members are requested not to 
go above the main floor without re- 
moving their hats.

FIRST MEETmOF SEASON. 



Papen are Read upon Lord Dor* 
cheater and Upon Lord Dur- 
ham's Report 



The Ili.storioal Club held the first 
regular meeting of the .se.ssion yes- 
terclay evening. Dr. Colhy has, with 
his Usual kindness, invited the society 
to meet in bis house— a privilege and 
a pleasure which the society accepts 
v.lth sincere thanks., T^nfprtunately 
the other meetings last nl^ht detract- 
ed somewhat from the attendance, 
1'he papers, however, were of tiuite 
t nusual merit, and gave rise lo niui ii 
(liscu.sslon. .As is the cu.stom at tin- 
first meeting of the socii iy. l>r. I'idby 
>;ave a genuine criticism of the papers. 
Incidentally it came to light that the 
eminent head of the Ilustoriiul De- 
partment had been elected a Fellow 
of the Roya,l Historical Society. This 
was' very gratifying to the Club, who 
expressed their felicitations on the 
well deserved honour to their Hon. 
President. 

The first paper on the subject of 
Lord Dorchester was given by D, 
Clark Hyde, Arts '17. In a masterly 
ts-ay the Influence and character of 
Dorchester on the Canadian colony 
was revealed. Coming, us he did, to 
Canada when the French were the 
real Inhahliunl.s of the country. Lord 
L'orchester, as the lecturer stated, 
could only see for Canada a future in 

v. -hlch the French would be the pre- 
dominant factor. With moderation 
and with firmness the Governor sought 
t'? give to the "habitants" what ho 
considered their, rights. By the Que- 
bec Act of 1774, ho established the 
Roman Çathollç Church, and gave to 
the "noblesse" and people their rights. 
The lecturer. In speaking of Dorches- 
ter's ability .and energy In defeatlm; 
.Montgomery and Arnold :it i^nehec, 
sliowed the audience ;i c i.iiiiiimiilei- I 
wii3 combined mercy with steMilia.-it - 

t t SS, 

The second period of Dorchester's 
aiiminUtratlon in Cuniida, s:i\v. the 
keturer stated, a different country. 
The country wei-l of the Ottawa was 
p'-opled with pioneers of lOng'd.sh ex 
traction, who were an.xlous for a voice 
in their government. This placed Dor- 
chester in a peculiarly difficult posi- 
tion, as he \^ obliged not only t3 
l-eep the tertns of peace with the 
i>tate8, but also to see that racial fric- 
tion did not become too strong. This 
he accomplished, but as Was stated 
In conclusion, his loaning was always 
toward the French Canadians. Yet 
he maintained throughout his admin - 
I'iirutlon a scrupulous broad-minded- 
ness, which inade his work of lasting 
value to the polony and to the mother 
Country, . 

The second paper of the evening, 
given by V, S. tlreen. Arts '18, dealt 
With the report of Loid I nirham. Th ! 
speaker outlined the state of affairs 
in Canada when I«rd Durham arriv- 
eii in the colony. Discussing in tur i 
the two divisions of the colony, Mr. 
Green showed that Durham found two 
peoples In a single state at enmity 
with one anothtr. Speaking In gen- 
eral terms of the legal system, the 
L.and tirants and the immigration, tho 
speaker showed that Lord Durham 
struck at the mot of the evil in his ; 
n-port. The legal system was as had | 
us the law was, but a conglomeration | 
ol various systems, which was nelth r 
coherent or workable. The land ques- 
tion was Also a source of much trie- 
tlur. owing to tho clei^ reserves, bad 
st:rveys and tha indiscriminate grant 
Ing of sections to tljoae who took no 
pains to cultivate it This, as thu 
speaker stated, led to speculation nn.l 
n general lack of pi'oduclion. Turnlii!. 
rext t.T Immigration, it was showi 
that neither the schemes nor the 
means for bringing settlers to Canada 

vi. TS In any way efflrienl. Lord Dur- 
l.:im. seeing this state of affairs, 
■eught to remedy the legislative en.1 
by giving to Upper and Lower Canada 
a single legislative council responsible 
to the Aseembly. This means would 
secure the predomlner.ee of the Bng- 
llsh in the country which Durham 
thought should be eminently theirs. 
In the mattet- of immigration the 
speaker quoted the suggestion of thi- 
leport with regard to state Immigra 
lion, and the method i)y which tho 
men should gain land In the new coun- 
try, in summing up the report It 
v.iis noticed lh;it It eont^iined 11 new 
rrlnclple In offering to tt colony a 
TKHsure of self government. In this 
respect the speaker went on, Durha^i 
sirinds as the initiator of the modern 
theory of British Imperial Setf-Oov* 
rrnment. 



When Vice-President M. Bernfeld, 
B.A., Law '17, called the first gen- 
eral meeting of the Llterarj- and De- 
hMting Society to order yesterday at 
ternoon, about twenty students were 
present. This attendance was in- 
ci eased by men dropping In, one by 
one as the meeting progressed. After 
tht reading and adoption of the min- 
utes of the last general meeting, thi- 
chairman gave a brief resume of the 
objects and acllvitie.s of the .society, 
advancing puleiii ri-iu-ions for the un- 
divided .support of the "Lit." on the 
part of every member of the /Uni- 
versity. "Six years or so ago," said 
the speaker, "the, interest displayed 
il! the doings of the Society was very 
noticeable; in fact, debating came In 
for as nuicli, if not more, attention 
tl:aii athletics. Lately, though, a spirit 
of apathy .seems to have settled upon 
the .student hoily, with the result that 
it seems difficult to stir uji interest 
in this Important organization." I'ro- 
ceeding, he pointed out that this 
should not be so, urging that those 
present shotild endeavour to do all In 
their power to Insure the success of 
this season's programme.

A general discussion followed, 
tiuchiiig on the plans for the conduct 
ol the .So<leiy, s(vme members advo- 
callUK tliat till- meetings take the form 
01 suppers at the Union, followed by 
a "round table" discussion on prom- 
inent topics; others- that prominent 
men be brought to address the meet- 
ings — thus emphasizing the Canadian 
Club side of the Society, It was fin- 
ally decided to give the executive a 
free hand In ileddlng both the form 
the meetings would tike us well as 
the days on which they would be 
held.
